and immoral people”—and these are the epi-
ihefs most in use among radieal politicians
pnd clergymen in the United Btates when
ppeaking of Irishmen—will be sure to caro
little for the sanctity of marriage and to give
full rein to their passion and lust, Well, what
are the facts ¥ The proportion of illegitimate
births to the total number of births in Irve.
land is 88 to each 1000, More than there
ought to be, of course; but in Eungland—en-
lightenaed and Protestant England—the pro-
vortion is 64 to each 1000; and in Scotland—
3ible-loving and God-fearing Seotland—it is
00 to each 1000! Here is n fearful disappoint-

mont. The figures, according toall thei
and beliefs of those who soeer at the
Yrish," ullglll- to be revarsed: Sgotland
land of Knpox and the stronghold of P :
terianism, should be the most virtuous of the
three kingdoms; England, the bulwark of the
blessed Reformation, should not be far be-
hind; and priest-ridden Ireland should, by all
the rules 0'1 logice, be steeped to the lips in
wvice. DBut these illogieal figures will not
pquare with the theories, and persist in show-
ing that England is noarly twice and Scotland
nearly three times as depraved in this matter
a5 Ireland.

But this is not the worst of it. There is
one portion of Ireland, the province of Con-
naught, which is almost exclusively peopled
by Celts and Roman Catholies, the propor-
tions being ninety-five of the former to five
of all other races and ereeds; and there is
another portion, the provinee of Ulster, where
the population is about egually divided be-
tween Protestants and Roman Catholics, the
Protestants being almost wholly of Beotch
blood and of the Preshyterian faith. Andin
the province of Conoaught the proportion of
illegitimate births is ouly 19 in each 1000,
while in the province of Ulster it is G2 to each
1000, Scotland, a8 a whole, is almost three
times as immoral as Ireland, as a whole; but
the provinee in Ireland which has one-half
of its population people of Scotch blood is
more than three fimes as immoral as the ad-
jacent province which is peopled almost
wholly by full-blooded Irishmen and blinded
Papists,  What has the Evangelical Alliance
in New York to say to this ¥ There is nothing
to show that all of the illegitimate births in
Ulster are to be charged to the Scoteh populn-
tion of that district; for all that appears to
the contrary, the Irish half of the population
may be responsible for part of them; but may
it not be concluded that if & population half
Irish and half Scoteh, half Catholic and half
Protestant, is three times n8 immoral as one
which is almost wholly Irish and Catholie, the
Scotch are the most in fault, and that they
hiave probakly led their Irish neighbors into
femptation? And is not this conclusion

reatly strengthened by the fact that Scot-
and, in which there is a very small Trish
population, has three times as much wicked-
ness of this nature as Ireland, in which there
is & very small Sootch population ?

At this stage of his investigations, onr anti-
Celtio friend wonld probably throw away the
Registrar's report in disgust; but, should he
do 8o, he would deprive himself of the conso-
lation which he might derive from eortain
tables which seem to show that, although the
Irish are twice as virtuous as the English, and
three times s virtuous us the Scoteh, they
are twice as ignorant as the English and fonr
tines as ignorant as the Scoteh, and that
nearly one-half of the Irigh in Ireland are so
sunken in darkness that they are unable to
write their own names. It seems that 100 in
every 20t of the lrish bridegrooms, and 100
in every 100 of the Irish brides, gign the mar.
ringe register with a mark, as being un-
mble to write their names; while in
England the proportion is 100 in 413
of the men nnd 180 in 500 of the
women, and in Seotland only 100 in 872
males and 100 in 410 females. This seems
ull the more inexplicable since, for the last
twenty-five yeurs, }r--lsmll has enjoyed amuch
better nud more general supply of the means
of education than England, and almost as
good as that of Scotland. It hoas been in-
geniously suggested that this apparent pre-
valence of ignoranee among the Irish is more
ppparent than real, and that Paddy and
Bridget abstained from signing their niwmes,
notl beeause lln*_\_' could not, but becnuse they
would not, by reason of a cortain supurstition
which existsa among thew, and which leads
them to “attach some sort of dread signifi-
pance to the signing of their names, and to
ilm&t{inu that there 18 greater caution and
Pprudence in (HJ]}' lm-}.l.n]; their mark.” Theras
may be something in this; but to pursue that
dranch of the subject would lead us into
metaphysics, aud we desire to conline our-
palves to facts, _

The figures of this report also smash into
finders certain pet beliofs concerning the
recklossnoss and bonprovidenee of the Irish in
mmTying at a too tander age, and without
first waiting until they have cages into which
Lo put their birds. The marringes in Irelund,
Ju the year coverad by the report, wore only
bne in every 207 persons, while the marriages
In England, durln’\.; the Bae year, woare ol
’]l u\-‘nry 115, and In Sgotland one in 137, And
‘\'bﬂﬂ in Scotland 74 of the mnlos and a1l of
ghe famales out of evory 1000, aud in England

66 of the males and 200 of the females out of
avery 1000, who were marfiod, wore nnder 21

eme of Age, in rockless and fmprovident

roland only 87 of the males and 1R1 of the
femnles oub of every 1000 who entorad Into
the holy state of matrimony ware minors, So
that 1t appears, by these inexorable
figures, that the wild Irishman is more pru-
dent than the sober Englishman sand the
thrifty Beot in ngreeing to take npon himgelf
the duty of providing {freml for other mouths
besides his own, and of swelling the popnla-
tion of the Queon’s dominions.  T'he commaon
belief, also, that the Irish are more prolific
than other people recéives an spparent con-
tradiction from this report. The percentage
of births to the entive populution in Troland
is 24 in England, a little more than 3} and
in Seotland nearly 33, But it must be remem-
bered that in Ireland nearly all tho bivths are
those of chililren born in wedlock, while more
than 6 por cent. of the births in England and
nearly 10 per cent, of those in Seotland are
iHegititate, and the grent streams of emigra-
tion from Ireland earry away a larger propot-
tion of young than old people,  The faots wo
have given are worthy of attention: we com-
mend them to the prayerful consideration of
the timid souls who look forward to thie rain
of this conntry by meaos of the hordes of
“low Irish” who nre weekly landed on our
shores.

phers—after o poem from n Van Buren, calling
us to

“Look where broken Inws, neglected oaths, and shot-
tered States prociaim

The triumph of the hollow heart, the glory of ita
ghame,’

Judge Garvin proceeded to the nomination of
Governor Hoftmnn as the Democratio eandi-
date for President in 1572, and at the same
time defined his platform. The learned Judga

in the course of his rowarks saith:—*"But the
day will come—when the solior who now
coupies the White House, when his term of
Hee shall expire —that we will send to be
President n man from the eity of New York,

Ly fthe aid of the votes of the people of this
great conntry, who will do homor to that posi-
tion, and who will demand atonement {rom
England and from Spain for the terrible out-
rages which thoy have perpetrated upon this
country;" all of which was received with en-
thusinstic applanse.  Having thus eleared the
ground for Governor Hoffman and his foreign
policy to the satisfaction of the assembled
sachems, another step was taken touching onr
domestic affairs in foreshadowing the Demo-
cratic progranune for 1572,

Senator Stockton, of New Jersoy, wns ns-
signed to this important duty, and discharged
it with the ability of a regular old-time Domo-
erutic constitutional exponnder. e took the
ground that from the mode adopted by Con-
gress of enforcing upon the lute Rebel States
the condition precedent of the adoption of
the fifteenth conptitutional amendment, estab-
lishing universal mauhood suffrage of all
colors, the ratification of this smendment will
be null and void, “‘and the attempt to enforee
it revolution.” Bpeaking of the States re-
quired by law te ndopt it, Mr. Stockton said: —
‘““These States ave deprived of a free vole.
They are to be coerced to a vole that alters
the constitutions of the United States
and of New Jersoy fundamentally,” and
I prononnce it vielence and revolution.”
He further said that ‘‘the question of who
votes nud who does not vote sinks into insig-
nificance compared with the fundamental
alteration of our sgystem of government which
is proposed, and the fraud and violence by
which onr bome-born liberties are to be
wrested from us.” This is plain and strong
speaking: but where do these opinions of Mr
Stockion stop? They carry us back to 1860,
They cover not only the fifteenth amendment
t'.ﬂ(l‘l]ihhillg universal negro suffrage, but the
fourteenth in reference to civil rights, the na-
tional debt, the Iebel debt, ete., and the
thirteenth, abolishing slavery; for they were
oll enrried by nan enforeed ratifieation upon
the unreconstructed Southern States, We
know, too, that it was Genoral Frank Blair's
letter, declaring all these reconstruction pro-
ceedings  *‘unconstitutional, revolutionary,
null, and void,” that killed last year's Tam-
many Presidentinl ticket of Beymonr and
Blair from the start, And that ought to be
the lnst of this guestion.

But there isstill another point and ineident
in Mr. Stockton's speach deserving of notice,
In his veference to a recent decision of Chief
Justice Chase, leaning towards the Jeffarso-
nian dogma of State sovereignty, our reporter
agsures us  that there was a spoutaneous out-
break of applinse in Tsmmany among the
swiall and the “*big Indians,” which wns the
specinl incident of the day's procesdings,
From this we infer that Mr. Chase, aa a strong
and thoronghly nereplable candidate for the
Democrucy, his gained a hold mmnong the rank
and file of the party which places lim to-day
far abead of all othier competitors, not except-
ing Governor Hoffman,

3'1u_\'ur Hall followed the regular orator of
the day, Mr. Stoekion, in one of his never
failing, focetious, and pungent speeches. 'T'he

PRUSSIA Af A NAVAL POWER,
Prom the N. Y. Temen.

Notliing in the history of modern Europe
i more remarkable than the sudden develop:
ment of Prossia into a greal power—in the
actunl, nnd not merely in the diplomatic spnse
of the term, Itis but three yoars ago since
the Buropean world was electrified by the
sudden revelntion of the fact that Prossia was
no longer n second-class  power, tolerated
formally rather than accepted us an oqnal by
Franoe, England, aud the othoer hereditary
“groat powers” of Europe, but a nation that
conld not only hold her owain a groat war, but
which could absolutely crush s formidable
wilitary power, by shear strength, in one-
tenth of the time it formarly took to settle a
nntional duel. And although the weakness
of Austria, through her obstinate adherence
to ntplm]l‘nl milil:u‘.\‘ traditions, cansad hor fo
full an easy viotim to her younger rival, it
witd 5L mannifest that the -‘\illl‘ll‘.li‘.l system of

military  organization which  had  con-
verled the entive male population
of Prussin into a standing army,

without undualy drawing npon the produetive
resources of the nation, and the judgmant
nnd guickness displayed by the Prussinn Gov-
ermment in seizing upon and adopling the
lntest improvements in the spience of warfare,
lnd made Prussia the most formidable mili-
lary powet on the continent. The overwhelm-
ing power of the breech-londer; practically
excemplified at Sadowa, wnd at onece recognized
thronghout Europe, and even France, with
her splendid traditions and gigantio arma-
ments, felt a shiver of alarm from which she
has searcely vet recoverad, And now that the
entive population of North Germany has been
practically bronght within the reach of the
Prussian recrniting sergeant, it is searcely an
exaggerntion to call her the greatest milibary
power in Europe,

But it is clear that Prussia, nonder the vir-
tual rule of o statesman like Count Bismark,
is not confent to remain a military power and
nothing else, The searcely concealed ohjoct
of Prussin in forcing on the war with Den-
mark was the aequisition of maritime advan-
tages which would enable her to attsin the
position of a great naval power, and with
charaoteristic energy Count Bismark has not
neglected a single available opportunity of
adding to the nnval strength of his conntry.
The most powerful iron-clud in the world,
built for the Sualtan, and offered to the Eng-
lish Government, was snapped up by the
ever-wintchful DBismark; two other iron.clads,
of almost t_‘i[llrd strength, liave since boen
added to the Prussian tleet: all that engineer-
ing skill can do has been done in designing o

gooond Portsmouth or Cherbonrg in the
newly-nequired possession on  the Baltie,
and we mnow learn that Russin regards
the naval preponderance of Prussia in’
that  sen with  undisguised jealonsy
and alarm, while the English papers

are alvendy hegnning to speak of her as a
formidable rival in the supremacy of the
European seas, so long claimed as the un-
questioned perquisite of the ideal *‘Bri-
tannis.” And st a time when every nation
may be said to have a fresh start in naval
matters, this perturbation among the older
naval powera is not unnatural, What the
ultimate effect on the European “‘balance of
power” may be remains to be seen; but there
can be no doubt that heronftor Prussin will
be able to exercise an influence in Enropean
affairs at large searcely inferior to that hitherto
possessed by France and England, IEven
now neither of these powers would much
rolish the spectacle of the Prussian iron-clad
fleet taking an experimental cruise in the
Channel or the Mediterranean. For the
future, we fancy, the views of Prussia with
regard to little tamily diffienlties between
European nations will be consulted with a
good deal more deference than has formerly
been the case,

We gave place yesterday to a letter from
an oconsional correspondent in the country,
in which the writer, in a rather facetions vein,
discusses the plans lately devised by the
Pribune for securing honest candidates jor
the State Legislature in the rural distriets,
and sets forth the practical diffienlties in the
way of putting them into operation, There
s mueh force in what our correspondent
says. We agree with him in believing the
plan in mecting secretly, for the purpose of
naming candidates, to be nnwise and imprae-
ticable, Our friends in the conntry have
already a much better method than this for
securing the nomination of proper men, and
they have only to carry it out to mecure the
best results, There are no close political cor-
porations of any kind in the eountry, There
the Republican organizations, unlike those in
this vity, are open to all persons who belong
to the Republican party, and all members
of that party are free to participate in
canenses  and primavies for the selec-
tion of delegates to nominating conven-
tions, If, therefore, the runk and file of (he
purty desire that honpest men shonld be
nominated, they have only to attend these
preliminary meetings, and by voice and vote
socure the selection not only of *“lending”
but of ““honest” men us delegites to the con-
ventions. Let this be done, and there will
be no need of “*Citizens’ Associntions” in the
counties to assist In defe ating dishonest can-
didates, The Mreat lmnl_\f of llnllllliliual!l
voters are in fuvor of honest men and honest
mensures, und they have only to he true to
themyelves, and to make use of the simple
and practicable party machinery already in
exislence muong them, to secure the prova.
lence of their views, without resorting to un.
tried and perhaps impractioable mensures
They bave the matter in their own hands
Weo “entreat” our Hepublican friends in the
conntry to considerit serionsly, Let every
wembier of the party conscientiously attond
the onucnses, and secure the election of
honest delegntes Lo the nominating conven-
tions. B Nothing else is required; and the 1Re-
publican piurty bhas the rvight to expect of
every member the perforance of this simple
tuty.

A word as o Citizens' Associations in the
conuties, "The organization at whose bead
ftunds the name of the venemble Petar
Cooper has accomplished an inunense smonut
of good in this city, by keeping down taxa-
tion and preventing the consummnation of
dishonest jols, Its service in fhis respeot
cannot be too highly estimated.

Binee it is notorions that the Chinesa
aro habitually abused, maltreated, rohbed,
and every way wrohged by our connfrymen,
while the lnws of the States wherein they are
mainly found eonspire against them by re-
fuxing them opportunity to testify in eonrts
of jnstice, it wonld be idle to sot up that thess
wrongs are the forhidden netsof a fow bad
men.  Cplifornin, ns a hody politie, makes
herself the accowplice and shicld of the
wrong-doers,

ITI. The pretenze that the Chinesa on onr
Pacifio const are slaves in false, Having no
money at homa, and acenstomed to work thors
for 32 per month, they are solicited by ecapi-
talists or spocnlators who tell them, ©Wa will
pay your passage to Ameriea, and allow yon
to work it out for 1 per monlh; that done,
yon enn sell yonr labor to whomsosver yon
will for %20 {o 530 per month"—which they
do. This eontract may be usurious, but the
poor fellows close with the best terms offered
them, and are no more slaves than is any one
who, being in debt, contracts to work it ont,

IV. Most of us profess lo be Christians
nfter some sort, and expect the conyersion of
China to Christianity., But every Chinose
who spends a few years in America, and then
retums to his native land (a8 nearly all who
sutrvive do), becomes inevitably an obstacle
to the conversion of his conntry. He says to
them, “Nover beliave what these missiona-
ries tell yon abont Ohristians and Ohristianity,
I have tried them thoroughly, and know by
sad experience that they are raffians, robliors,
and critel tyrants, abusing the wenk and help-
less stranger as no trme disciple of Confucing
ever did or will do, Beware of them !” Fiva
thousand pious missionaries may wear out
their lives commending Christianity to
the Chinese withont counteracting all the
evils that the Californiana have already done,

V. While we do not ﬂtnl”_\' decide that Chi-
noge immigration is n good thing, wa are
strongly moved fo do so by some of
the arguments by which it rasistod,
Thus, Hon. Engene Casserly, Democratic
United States Senator, in his recent speech at
San Francisco, says:—

is

“It I8 the duty of every class of men to unite to
prevent the introdoction of the Chiness, 10 they
come in contact only with the common laborers to-
duy, to-morrow they will be in competition with the
mnson, the brieklnyer, the carpenter, and the mn-
chinist, for they are the most frugal, Industrions, and
Ingenions people on the face of the earth. Look ot
the splendid nite buflding occapled by Wells,
Fargo & Co, the stone of which was cut In China,
snd was bullt by Chinamen. Men who ean do sueh
work for less than half the price paid white mechan-
I8 were an Injury to the State, and he would unive
with any party that wonld use energetic means to
keep them out of the country. There was only one
party that conld be depended upon for that purpose,
and that was the true old Democracy,”

—1If this be sound, logical statesmanship,
then the Chinese have only to becomse idle,
dissolute, clumsy, and rapacious, to render
them valuable acquisitions to a rising State.
Let them combine to ask more for their work
than others do, or to do less for the money
they receive, and they will be weleomed to
our soil and to Democratie fellowship,

Mr. Casserly boasts that his party is the
only dependence for “enurgetiu means to
keop them ont of the party,” That is too
probable, But, as that country is every way
out of power, cannot pass an act of Uongress,
nor expound one, nor execute it, the “‘ener-
getie means” at its command are restrioted to
the bindgeon, the brickbat, the slung-shot,
the revolver, and such little nmenities of ns-
sault, robbery, and arson, to which the
(hinese have hitherto been subjected in Osli-
fornia. What the Democracy of that State
oan do in the way of legislation is mainly of a
negative kind; that is, the State can poass laws
to screen her Councosisn roffians from the
righteous penalties of their misdeeds, when
the vietims are nothing but Chinese. This
she s done; this, so long as she has Demo-
eratio rnlers, she will probably continue to
do. But still the Chinese flock hither; sadhe
